Amon.fr  the  several  families  who  left  Coryaan’s  Patent  for 
Canada,  were  -^r.  Sprinrfield,  father  of  Jacob,  now  residing  in 
Galtfleet,  and  a  vr.  Jones,  A  Pev.  Doldier  (not  in  her  husband's 
company),  a  brother  of  Lbenezer  Jones. 

Jacob  Orrinrfleld,  a^ed  77,  a  Minister  of  the  Gospel, 
states  that  villiam  and  Funice  Kelson  lived  in  Mo  immediate 
vicinity  in  Albany  Co.,  N.Y. ,  several  years  to  1790.
